
NOTICE OF DESIGN PUBLIC HEARING

Hwy. 25 Relocation (I-40 North) (Conway) 

Faulkner County 

 
 The Arkansas State Highway and Transportation Department (AHTD), in conjunction with 

the Federal Highway Administration (FHWA), will conduct an open forum Design Public Hearing to 

discuss the proposed design for the relocation of Highway 25, north of I-40 in Conway. The hearing 

will be held on Tuesday, September 30, 2014, from 4:00 p.m. to 7:00 p.m., at the Conway Parks & 

Recreation Department (Don Owens Sports Center), located at #10 Lower Ridge Road in Conway.  

 

The open forum format allows concerned citizens the opportunity to attend the hearing 

anytime between the hours of 4:00 p.m. and 7:00 p.m.  Representatives of AHTD will be present to 

answer questions concerning the proposed project. Information on the proposed right of way appraisal 

and acquisition procedures as well as the environmental documentation will be available at the 

hearing. 

 

The proposed project is located in the City of Conway between Beaver Fork Lake and Salem 

Extension Road just north of I-40 and consists of four 11-foot travel lanes and one 12-foot turn lane 

with 4-foot bike lanes on each side.  The purpose of the proposed project is to improve north-south 

travel on Highway 25 by providing a more direct access to Interstate 40.
